M we, 02 his « Lientenant triminal in the territezie of 


Mans, at the ſate of the SubTitnte of the Kings Af- 
turney generall Co:nplainant and accuſer, againſt Ni. 
cholas le Meſle Pꝛiſoner in the pꝛiſons ok the' Concier⸗ 
gerie (02 Ward)of the Palace hauing appealed (93 com- 
plained)of the lentence giuen againſt him by the ſaid Se- 
neſcall oz his Lieutenant the 14.of Pay 1598. by the 
which ſentence fo2 publicke amends and reparation of 
the caſes in the ſaid pꝛoceſſe mentioned and pꝛodued, 
the ſaid Meſle was condemned to make the amends
